If 
such contention has been made, there is every 
reason for us not only vigorously to refuse it but 
also to take into account the fact that Australia, 
having under the proposed covenant the same rep- 
resentation in the league as ourselves, is already 
showing a willingness to cast her vote against us 
on a policy which we have deemed essential to our 
security and to the peace of the American conti- 
nents for nearly a century. 

As for the exclusion of the Monroe doctrine 
from the covenant we find it hard to believe Mr. 
Wilson has permitted it. It is true he announced 
when he was at home that the covenant must not 
be materially amended, and it is also true that re 
ports from Paris upon his return there declared 
that his position remained unchanged. We also 
know that Mr. Wilson’s remarkable Mexican policy 
was in part explained on the ground that he was 
anxious to conciliate opinion in South America, and 
it might be inferred from this theory that any de- 
votion he may ever have cherished toward the 
Monroe doctrine has seriously cooled. He has 
never, so far as we know, expressed himself wpon 
the doctrine, and we do know his attitude in the 
present negotiations, so far as we have been per- 
mitted to see it, has not been energetically insistent 
upon any American phase.

If the child 
is not fed regularly at the east or 
the milk removed the breast milk will 
be decreased in quantity. If there is 
not a sufficient quantity of breast milk 
a small amount if given with artificial 
feeding will prevent sickness.” 

With this letter a postcard on which 
ten questions are printed is incilosed. 
I learn from a returned postcard that 
a certain woman has had nine children, 
The present 


baby was put to breast the third day, 


condensed milk. Put to breast on fifth 
day, but did not get enough to stop its 
hunger, so quit trying and kept up con- 
densed milk. The reason her other 
babies were weaned early was because 
she “had no milk.” 

When a filled in card is returned a 
nurse visits the mother to discover why 
there is no breast milk. She is generally 
able to express a considerable quantity 
of milk from the breast. The first thing 
she does is to persuade the mother to 
continue the child at the breast so long 
as there is a drop of milk secreted. 
Even a few drops a day will decreise 
the Mability of the baby to colds and 
other infections as we!) as to diarrhea. 

The nurse finds that irregular hours 
for nursing the baby are the most fre- 
quent cause of poor milk supply. Espe- 
clally is this true if the baby is nursed 
during the night. Nothing else so !imits 
the supply of milk as does disturbed 
sleep. Worry and nervousness probably

Given Empire to One 
for All Others. 


BY MEDILL M’CORMICK. 
[Senator from Dlinois.] 
THIRD ARTICLE. 
Washington, D. C., March 30. 
“They (the fathers of the con 
stitution) went to war against a 
preamble. They fought seven 
years against a declaration. They 
poured out their. treasures and 
their blood like water in a com 
test against an assertion which 
those lese sagacious and not so 
well schooled in the principles of 
olvtl Uberty would have regarded 
ase barren phraseology or mere 
parade of words. 
“They saw in the claim of the 
British parliament a seminal prin- 
oiple of mischief, the germ of un 
just power; they detected tt, 
dragged it forth from underneath 
its plausible disguises, struck at tt, 
nor did it elude their steady eye or 
their well directed blow till they 
had extirpated and destroyed tt, to 
the emallest fiber. 
“On this question of principle, 
while actual suffering was yet afar 
off, they raised their flag against a 
power to which, for purposes of 
foreign conquest and subjugation, 
Rome, tn the height of her glory, 
is not to be compared: a power 
which had dotted out the surface 
of the whole globe with her poe- 
“sessions, and military posts, whose 
morning drum beat, following the 
gun and keeping company with the 
hours, circles the earth with one 
continuous and unbroken strain of 
the martial airs of England.”"— 
Daniel Webster in the senate May 
7, 1834. 


The proposed constitution of the 
league of nations, unless it be material- 
ly amended, will establish the British 
empire in the hegemony of the world, 
as it will destroy the Monroe -doctrine. 
The apologists for the draft constitu- 
tion, although they have denied the 
truth of both statements, are driven 
elaborately to explain away the mean- 
ing which the critics of the constitu- 
tion find clearly in it, and most notably 
in articles 7, 8, and 19, together with 
the group 12 to 16, inclusive.

Daniel H. Tolman was not exactly 
an Adonis. His height, furthermore, 
did not exceed 5 feet 5% inches, and 
the scales refused to balance him at 
@ weight greater than 113 pounds. 
But, for all of that, young Tolman, 
at 18 years, was possessed of talent of 
sort. When he stood before the 
naval recruiting officer in Cleveland, 
O., Dec. 31, he gave the addreas of his 
next of kin as 612 Fifth avenue, New 
York. 

“ Name?” inquired the recruiting of- 


“Mrs. Mabel Tolman,” Daniel re 
sponded, and was enrolled forthwith. 
Daniel Finds a Way. 

In due course Daniel reached the 
Great es Naval Training station.

That was in January. After an ab- 
sence of ten or twelve days, Daniel re 
appeared at Red Cross headquarters. 
Capt. Stafford was out, but the cashier 
was familiar, in a general way, with 
Daniel’s affairs. 

«* What luck, sonny?” he inquired; 
and Daniel thrust a $180 check through 
his wicket. 

“Put your eyes on that,” the $4,000, 
000 gob admonished; “that’s only the 
beginning! How about a little cash?” 

The cashier was affable—and aco 
comodating. The station paymaster 
also found it possible to extend Daniel's 
leave. So, amid universal felicitations, 
the fortunate youth again caught a 
train, east-bound. 

Now, Daniel should have returned 
to the station March 6. But he didn’t. 
Meanwhile, the bank in Columbus, O., 
against which the $180 check had been 
drawn, returned it, marked “No 
Funds.” And stories of other bad 
checks reached the station from Cleve-

For the “Gimpy gang,” led by a 
man on crutches, a man too fast for 
the police despite his handicap, has 
fallen out; and the leader of the gang 
has said it was two of his men who 
killed the master crook. 

Two Arrestéd in South. 

“Gimpy ” is Boyer C. MeNutt, an ex- 
sailor, an. ex-soldier, a man with a 
police record.

He said it was Hermann and James

Team Helps “Make” Player. 

Remember that in considering the 
dope, and also the fact that the dope 
value of a player may pend, not 
upon himself, byt upon the men on the 
team with him, His position on the 
batting, order may change his value, 
and, more than that, his teammates 
may help or hurt him. For instance, a 
right handed batter with the Boston

FERTILIZE THE GARDEN NOW. 


The season does not yet admit of 
the principal planting, but it is time 
to prepare the garden. Unless the 
area was under correct cultivation last 
year, the first care is to clear it of all 
rubbish and burn the weeds. The latter 
harbor plant diseaseq and insect pests 
and scatter their seeds to multiply the 
nuisance. 

The next step is to level] the ground, 
fill depressions with topsoil, and re- 
move rocks and other obstructions. An 
idea] garden‘has a scarcely perceptible 
slope, from the center in all directions, 
80 as to shed surface waters without 
enough wash to cause ervusion of the 
soil. 

While all plants require more or less 
soil moisture, the wate: should not be 
stagnant. If the subsoil is not porous 
—if it consists of clay, for instance— 
a deep trench should be dug around 
the edge, partly filled with rubble and 
rubbish, and the topsoil replaced on 
top. This serves for drainage in the 
absence of a more elaborate system of 
subsurface tile drainage. 


The nature of the available soil is 
of minor importance. If tillable al- 
most any defect can be remedied. In 


fact, one Oak Park gardener wrote us 


two years ago of his bountiful harvest 
from a cinder roadway plentifully 
manured. This manure built up the 
needed humus or rooting soil, while at 
the same time supplying necessary fer- 
tilizer or plant food. 

Garden truck places far greater de- 
mands on the fertility of the soil than 
do field crops, and if successive plant- 
ings are made during the season, as in 
intensive gardening, the requisite re- 
serve of fertility to be stored away now 
is fully doubled. 


If fresh manure was applied in au- 
tumn, it is sufficiently decomposed now 
to be immediately available as plant 
food for the earliest spring plantings. 
If not applied till spring, the early 
crops will be benefited only as the 
manure is rotted. Hence, fresh manure 
applied now is better than none, 
though decomposed manure, if availa- 
ble, is preferable for spring use.

It is practically free from weed 
seeds and equal, in fertilizing value, 
to three or four times its volume of 
fresh manure, owing to the shrinkage 
of the latter in the process of decompo- 
sition.
